We must remember the difficulty 
which De Quincey had In cscaping 
from this terrlble vice, and therefore 
we may tale Lt that he did not ex- 
agferate his feellny of the glow which 
he derived from it on occasions, 
When we consider heroin and the 
terrible effect It has on its victims— 
how they tremble and shilce--and

She drew at- 
tention’ to the fnct that tho number 
of annual reports from Governments 
had Increased very considerably and 
went on to support the final resolution 
which was passed and which has 
been sent to yarious Governments 
Including His Majesty's.

ment. 
APPEAL TO JAPAN 

The committee was asked to ad- 
dress an urgent appeal to the Japan- 
‘ese Government and proposed a re- 
solution stating that the Accembly 
had taken note of the report of the 
Seventh Committee relating to (he 
‘iMeit traMe in the Far Enst, partl- 
cularly in the areas of China under 
the control of the Japanese forces, 
and noting that the situation had 
grown worse during the past year; 
that the Assembly associated Itself 
with the resolution adopted by the 
Advisory Committee at its twenty- 
second and twenty-third sessions, 
and with the oppeals made -thereln 
to the Governments concerned, 
That resolution wag ‘sent from the 
League in the autumn of this yeur 
to.varlous Governments, and It hus 
been received by His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment. The matter is having our 
immedtate attentlon, { go further 
than the word “consideration” which 
the hon, and gallant Gentleman used 
and say that it is having our tm. 
mediate attention. We are in com- 
munication with the other Govern- 
ments and not only those Govern- 
ments which are members of the 
League and I can assure the hon. und 
Kallant Member that the matter wif 
not only have my personal attention 
but the close personal attention of 
my Noble Friend, both for the rea- 
sons to which he referred, and also 
because of the gravity of the Issue 
itself. 

So much for the action: taken at 
Geneva and the immedlate attention 
which is being given to the problem 
by His Majesty's Government, I am 
able to tell the House that a fur- 
ther step is being taken. There wag 

sned in 1936 an Anglo-Japanese 
Drug TraMe Agreement. It was not 
possible to take definite actlon on 
that Agreement until the autumn of 
this year when we arranged for 
closer co-operation between His 
Majesty's diplomatic and consular 
officers and similar representatives 
of the Japanese Government. Our 
cficers have been instructed to co- 

pernte with the appropriate Japan- 
ese authorities by mutual com. 
municating — Information regarding 
the proceedings and movements of 
ersons known to be engaged in the 
it dru trafic. This new co- 
operation has just been put in 
motion, And although — it may not 
t to an immediate solution of 
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this grave problem, it does at least 
mean that wo are in closer touch 
with tho representatives of Japan, 
and that we shall thus be able to 
make clear the gravity which we at- 
tach to the matter, I-trust that any 
information which may emerge from 
these contacts will help us to arrive 
more quickly at somo- satisfactory 
decision. See 
REVIEW OF POSITION 

Let me give n short review of the 
position to which I referred in my 
opening remarks, -From the in- 
formation in the possession of my 
Noble Friend thero. is .no evidence 
that the increased drug traMflec in 
China Is the outcome of any deliber- 
ate plan on the part of the Japanese 
Government, or that It fs aimed at 
the systematic demorallgation of the 
Chinese people. I think tho. dingnosls 
which most correctly fits this ex- 
tremely serious position Is somewhat 
as follows, The reports which we 
have received ‘from: North China 
seem to confirm the statementa made 
ot the meeting of the Oplum Ad- 
visory Committee last June, In 
North China, before tlic Japanese 
occupation in 1037, an ‘attempt was 
being made by the Chinese Central 
Government to enforce’ the drastic 
opium and narcotic lawg which had 
been promulgated byi them ‘jin 1935, 
There were indications. that they 
were to some extent being success- 
ful. They had reached n position in 
which an attempt was being made 
to carry out stiff enactments against 
these drugs. 

Since the Japancse occupation of 
{his region these deterrents, whether 
they were in the form of legislation 
or ordinances, or whatever you like 
fo call them, -have to a large extent 
disappeared, so that the position 
seems to us to have become Worse, 
That, I think, is a correct dingnosis 
which explains the trouble which we 
are going through at the present 
time. To take on example, in 
February, 1938, Government ordin- 
ances were repealed by the Peking 
Provisional Government ond in May 
jt was announced that the Peking 
Consolidated Tax Administration had 
decided to allow the openng of 300 
opium dens. That is an example of 
the extent of the growth of the 
traMc. On the other hand, certain 
ordinances have been issued by the 
Provisional Government for the con- 
trol of the traffic, the effect of which 
it is not yet posstble to estimate, 
but I can assure the hon. and gallant 
Member that we shall watch the 
effects of the new ordinances of the 
Provisional Government. I am 
bound to give the House the in- 
formation in my possession, and it 
appears: to us that since the formal 
repeal of the Chinese Government's 
ordinances opium plpes and smoking 
accessories appcar to be offered for 
sale openly at stalls and markets 
in the Chinese city of Peking. In- 
numerable drugy shops were opened 
until at the present time there is 
searcely a street without one or more 
shops where drugs may be obtained 
and even indulged in az well, -™~ 

MANCHURIA'S POSITION 

As regards Manchuria, my Noble 
Fricnd has no definite information 
other than the published budget 
figures, for 1938 which indicate that 
the amount of opium handled by the 
monopoly has increased. It in ree 
cently reported’ that new ordinances 
aimed at the control of the nircotic 
trade have been issued, but it is as 
yet too carly to state how they will 
operate, A report on the drupy situa- 
tion in Manchuria has been called 
for from His Majesty’s representa- 
tives, us I think 1 informed the 
House in answer to one of the many 
questions to which the hon. and pot- 
lant Member referred. The position 
dn Central China does not appear so 
serlous. Ordinances have recently 
been promulgated’. by the Nanking 
Provincia! Government aiming at the 
control of the drug trafic, but again 
Tam not able to give the House any 
definite information as to their like 
ly result. Taken .together with the 
information which I gave the House 
about heroin, [ think hon. Members 
wlll see that there has been a de- 
Anite increase in various parts of 
the Far Enst, that there have been 
some ordinances passed but at the 
repeal of the previous ordinances of 
the Chinese Government has result- 
ed, in our view, in ‘an increase in the. 
traMc. The actual Increase in the 
traMe In herofn chiefly emanates 
from the City of Tlentsin. Trade in 
this drug is largely confined to 
Korean pedlars who have followed 
in the wake of the Japanese armies,

but my Noble Friend” has’ no In- 
formation as to the attitude of the 
Japanese military authorities to this 
trade. In other’ towns {in North 
China It appears that there hag also 
been an increase in thls trafic, ‘but, 
as I said, the malin source of the 
drug is Tientsin. 


BRITISH ATTITUDE 


So much for the general review of 
conditions in the Far East in relation 
to the drug traMfe, The hon. and 
Rollant Member will appreciate that 
I have given him the facts far as 
we have them In answer to 
rather lurid and terrible picture 
which he was obliged to paint, He 
asked me whether the British Am- 
bassador would make a protest to 
the Japanese authorities, I trust he 
will have observed the reference in 
the course of my remarks to our at- 
titude in this matter. We have pre- 
ferred the International approach, 
the method of collective action. We 
believe that in this matter of the 
drug traMe there is n real oppor- 
tunlty for the League of Nations, 
and we do not intend that that op- 
portunity shall be lost. We intend 
to continue our close examination of 
the matter, and wherever Possible, in 
compnny with other Governments, to 
use the international method, and, 
we hope, to solve thls terrible pro- 
blem. When we discuss this subject, 
and when we realise the terrible toll 
which this drug takes on so many 
people In the Far East, Ict us re- 
member the diMculties of a man who 
did escape from the power of opium, 
De Quincey himself, who said: 


“I did accomplish my escape. I 
triumphed, But infer not,- reader, 
from thls word ‘triumphed’ a condl- 
tion of Joy or exultation. Think of 
me as one, even when four months 
had passed, still agitated, writhing, 
throbbing, palpitating, shattered: and 
much perhaps in the situation of him 
who has becn racked.” . 


Many of these victims have been 
on the rack, and the Governments of 
the world feel shattered themselves 
by the immensity of-the problem. 
It is our wish now to escape,

Lr 1S IMPROBABLE that more 
than one tenth of the masses 
of the Chinese migrating west- 
wards . across their burned, 
‘brown plains before the Japan- 
ese invaders, or cowering help- 
less in their’ flimsy buildings 
under a rain of mass murder 
from the sky, know much about 
Democracy or Totalitarianism. 

Nevertheless, inarticulate as 
they are individually, they are 


collectively fighting a war that 


is no less a war between 
Democracy and Totalitarianism 
than is the conflict in stricken 
Spain. 

Democracy has undoubtedly 
failed the Chinese, as it failed 
the Spaniards,’ But ‘its failure 
in China may have vastly 
different results to the failure 
in Spain. China has not pur- 
chased nearly the quantities of 
arms or: war materials she 
would: have liked tq have pur- 
chased from the western world 
but, as a result, her taxation 
per head of population has in- 
ercased by less than 20 per cent. 
since the war began. In Japan 
it hag gone up some 160 per 
cent. 


Japan's future must provide 
its rulers with a dismal outlook. 
In July, 1937, they embarked 
upon the war which their gen- 
erals predicted would end in 
victory in two months, Early 
in 1938 they talked about a 
Chinese capitulation in the sum- 
mer. In October, when Canton 
and Hankow fell, it was all over 
bar shouting. In December, 
China could not possibly remain 
solidly behind Chiang Kni-shek 
after the flight of Wang Ching- 
wei. Now, despite these fre- 
quent predictions, Japan’s new 
Prime Minister ‘dolefully warns 
nation that fighting. may 
drag on for years, that greater 
sacrifices must be borne by the 
entire populace. 
China who ig being. called upon 
to make all the sacrifices. ‘The 
tide has turned, with China 
already tested and found not 
wanting, with Japan, her major 
test yet to come, on the verge 
of revolution and collapse. 


* & Japan is discovering, that 


although governments can wage 
war for a short time without 
gold, there comes the fatal day 
when creditors begin to wonder, 
and decide that the best plan is 
to play on the safe side, 

As Japan's credits dry up, 
China’s expand. Britain and 
the United States are now 
allowing a trickle of financial 
aid to reach China. The trickle 
may become a cascade, ns 
evidence grows that China, and 
not Japan, may win this war.

If ho wero 
not, he could not have made 
such a good job of his latest 
book, Power, A New Soctal 
Analysis (Allen and Unwin, 
‘Ia. 6d.). 

Philosophic politics must of thelr 
very naturo be extremely dimcult 
to oxpound. The expression of 
original ideas in such a Meld be- 
comes even harder—look, for 
example, how very hard Darwin 
and Marx, the two great nine- 


teenth-century innovators in this 


field, are to understand, 

Power 1s deceptively easy to rend, 
but It remains a mental meal of 
some Magnitude to digest, so ap: 
proach it humbly. — 

we oY 

Mr. Russell's* main thesis is to 
prove that power—or tho taste for 
it In man—is the basic dynamic of 

all social change. He rejects the 
idea that all things are explainable 
in terms of economics. 

Economie Power is one of the 
varieties he analyses. ‘But he ranks 
hereditary power, theocratic power 
and the power of ideas (such os 
that which Galileo has exercised 
over Western civilisation) just as 
high as causes behind the erent 
visible changes of history. 

This book, indeed, will net as ‘an 
excelient corrective to those who 
are surfelted by a dict of the mate- 
rinlist view of history and ideas.

“fs unrealistic,” complains Mr. 
Russell, “and misicading If taken 
asa gulde In practice, It Is onc

In “he Hght of Mr, Russell's 
analysis the history of the Jaut fow 
years takes on shameful and lurid 
colours, His powerful mind under- 
Unes for you—when you apply his 
reasoned conclusions—the present 
welter to which the wrong usc of 
power {3 bringing what remains of 
civillsation. 

This book gives you a now 
analysis of tho dictatorships, On 
the other hand, it makes you 
reallse that power basod on propa- 
ganda and military sanctions is not 
the only or'the most permanent, 
sort of powcr. 

“Tt is not ultimately by violence 
thot men are ruled,” concludes Mr.

It was Colonel Ruppert who paid 
U.S. $125,000 for Babe Ruth, whom 
he bought from the Boston Braves os 
a pitcher, and made him Into a

Ruppert’s baseball propertics are 
estimated at over $15,000,000 and his 
totnl estate between $70,000,000 and 
$100,000,000, making him one of the 
richest men in the United States.

Counsel concluded by submitting 
that their story had raised considera- 
ble doubt as fo thelr gullt, and once 
this had been raised (he appellants 
were entitled to that doubt. 


Reasonable Inference 


Mr. Whyatt contended that the 
only reasonable — inference which 
could be drawn from the evidence 
was that this wags a joint venture, 
because of the following suspicious 
circumstances: (1) a small sompan 
with six people on board was pro- 
ceeding towards West Point without: 
Hights and at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing; und (2) the cargo carried was 
of the most unusual type—four gunny 
sacks tied together with ropes and 
with three weights attached. 

Another point was that when one 
of ‘the men on the boat, on being 
questioned, sald that what they had 
dumped overboard wns opium, none 
of the others expressed surprise, and 
therefore it was reasonable to infer 
they all Iknew the cargo was Illicit. 
There was no distinction to enable 
the Court to say the venture wag not 
u joint one; they were in every sense 
of the term "in the same boat.” 

Allowing the appenl, his Lordship 
said that in-view of the fact that the 
appellants had been consistently re- 
presented by all the witnesses, who 
could speak on the point, as being 
in the bow with tholr backs to what 
wag sfoing on, he was satisficd ‘there 
was a reasonable doubt os to thelr 
guilt. 7 

The sentences on the appellants 
were ordered to be quashed, and the 
men discharged. ‘
